I ii ak Sir :— I beg to inform you that I 
attended tin- meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of the I leaf itl Norfolk, Va., where 
1 duly presented my credentials to the Pre- 
sident, Mr. O. W. Veditz. In reply he said 
that a letter of commendation was uiine- 
cessaiy, foi the reason that any deaf-mute 
could join, on the payment OI one dollar, 
without his stand bong inquired into, WW 
that, there being no federation of societies 
Of the deaf and a testimonial was super- 
fluous. 

"On the adjournment of the convention, 
I resigned as a member. Till a plan can 
be perfected, whereby each/Stale is fully 
represented in the national assemblage, 
and Hie obvious want of equity in tin- 
distribution of votes, with its attendant 
evil lammiiiK,' ' railroading,' Of 

' logrolling' in one Bmall quarter, where 
the delegates happen to bt most numer- 
ous, can be eliminated, I am unable to re- 
romniend that the deaf of California take 
an active interest in what is only, in name, 
a National Association of the American 
Deaf.

ance, like a World's Fair. More- 
over, there will be matters that will 
engross the exclusive attention Of 
the National Association of the 
Deaf like the Federation plan. 

Tilden objects t» " Henri du 
Pro's" suggestion that there be a 
Pacific ('oast Convention. II he 
means thereby that the Pacific 
Coast Association is to be eventual- 
ly absorbed into the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf, be will, true 
to his French name, be guilty of In* 
sincerity. If he wants the Pacific 
CoSSl Association to ho perpetuated 
as a separate body from the Nation- 
al Association of the Deaf, then he 
violates his sworn duly to bo tine 
to the interests of the National As- 
Hocialion of the Deaf. 

Tilden was appointed a delegate* 
from California to the great Nil 
tiOUal Federation meeting, at Chi- 
cago, October 89d to 95th, and was 
handed his credentials, as follows:

any, but il seems most likely they 
will be distributed among ihe deaf 
schools in this State — namely, 
Horace Mann School, Beverly 
School and Clarke Institution. Two 
of these are pure oral schools

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Terrk Haute, Ind., Oct. 25, 
1907.— On the morning or October 
15th, the little town of Pontanet, 
Ind , eleven miles east of this city, 
was the scene of a disastrous pow- 
der mill explosion, by which at 
least forty persons were killed, and 
over two hundred persons seriously 
injured. Mr. David Strean, a 
deaf-mute, who was employed at 
the powder mill, was among the 
worst injured. He was cut about 
the head and body, and he became 
unconscious and was taken to St 
Anthony's Hospital in this city. 
His condition was very serious, but 
we are glad to note that he is on 
the road to recovery, Mr. Strean 
has been employed at I he Fontanel 
powder mill for the past, nineycais, 
and it i.s said that, he would go back 
there, when the plant was rebuilt.

Leslie looked very sad and said, " I 
am very sorry for you ; you cannot 
run 1 am blind, but I .'an run 
Have you many friends?" When 
told that the boy had friends in 

Cincinnati, Leslie said, " I will be 
yonr friend."

In a few moments they wore met 
on the walk, Leslie leading the hoy 
without legs. When asked where 
they were going Leslie said, " 1 am 
taking him a walk.

Guards Barn hops and Brewei 
not see anything, and the vision of 
all the others is defective. 

They made few mistakes, how- 
ever, and nevt r railed to pick out 
the man with the ball. The deaf 
dumb team tried all sorts of tricks, 
but they signally failed. Even the 
forward pass failed lo fool the sight- 
less wonders, who on several oc 
OaalODS secured the pigskin when the 
play was tried. 

How they can follow the ball is a 
mystery to the spectators at the 
game. Of course those who had 
dim vision wore able to use their 
iu following the ball. And 
they weren't slow in using their 
voices either, coaching their more 

unfortunate teammates as to who 

had the ball and whore ho might be 
found. 

Strange as it may seem, their do 
fortuity was more apparent when 
they had Ihe ball ihan when they 
were playing on the defensive. 
Frequently their passes weren't 
accurate although perforce they used 
a close formation entirely, and ro 
1 lied entirely on straight football. 



Occasionally the half or full back 
never received the ball, although 
the blind boys never lost posesssiou 
of the oval on a fumble. 

The advantage was all with the 
deaf and dumb team, for the mem- 
bers could use their eyes, and gave 
their signals with their fingers. 
Penalties were frequently inflicted 
but almost entirely on the victors. 
The blind team exclelled in tack- 
ling. — Columbws Citizen, Oct. 19.
